La test Mo des in Ro bes. 
A charm ing reception toilet, one which 
will b e imitated far and wido, was recently 
ob served. 
It is in a very b eautiful striped 
woolen goods, comb ined with pluin silk. 
Tho silk is employed m a wide panel ou 
the skirt, and for the plastron which covers 
the front of the b odice. 
The latter is made 
very prettily. 
The upper half consist« of 
narrow« plaits running lengthwise; b elow 
these are two rows of plaits, laid diagonally 
in opposite directions, one folding b eneath 
the other. 
On each sidj of tfiis plastron is 
a lace revers extending from the shoulder 
to the point of tho b od ce. 
The sleeves 
reach just b elow the elb ow, and are b or­ 
dered with tue lace, while gloves of un ­ 
dressed kid are drawn on and cover the rest 
of the arm. 
There is no over drapery, and 
the skirt of the striped woolen goods is 
laid in wide plaits all the way round. 
The 
silk punel ou the left is ornamented with a 
design in b ead pass menterie. 
Another house dress, of which tho m a­ 
terials are b oth woolen, plain and striped, 
has the underskirt plainly made in front, 
b ut nt the sides where it passes b eneath the 
over-drapery it is arranged in three wide 
folds. 
It is of the striped m aterial, the 
stripes running across the skirt. 
The over­ 
skirt of the plaiu goods is longer in front 
than those in general use at » resent, and 
reaches nearly to the b ottom or the skirt. 
Where it loops at the side it has a b road 
facing, from the loop (which rests on the 
waist) to the b ottom of the striped fab ric. 
The b ack drapery falls very plainly in wide 
folds to the b ottom of tfie skirt. 
The 
b asque of this costume has the front alruod 
entirely covered with a plastron of striped 
surah, which extends from the collar to tue 
waist, coming to a point there. 
From this 
point the two fronts of the b asque divide, 
ending in sharp points a short distance b e­ 
low. 
The plastron is b ordered witfi wide 
revets of velvet, which run from the shoul­ 
ders down to the end of the plastron, com­ 
ing to n point there. 
The collar, of velvet, 
is, as usual with all sorts of b asques just 
now, high and straight; the cuffs are m ere­ 
ly little b ias strips of velvet, with a couple 
of ornamental b uttons ou each—the only 
b uttoils visib le upon the entire costume. 
For the coming winter, young ladies 
will find velveteen somewhat less expensive 
than cloth for th ir dresses, and suits made 
from this material will b e in the plainest 
tailor shapes, in all respect« similar to 
cloth costumes. 
All 
the popular dark 
colors are allowab le, plum color, acajou 
and the darker shades of b rown b eing 
favorites. 
Postilion b asques, 
the plain 
apron drapery so generally favored and 
almost exclusively worn, and the scrupu­ 
lously simple underskirt which appears on 
cloth costume s just now, will b e tfie cor­ 
rect modes for velveteen dress s. 
Plain tailor su b of homespun are very 
popular for promenade toilets. 
They wear 
well, and are always neat; they ar-3 made 
wi hout any trimming, usually, b eyond the 
neeecsary b uttons. 
Diagonal cloths and 
serges of various kinds, cordurov, and many 
other kinds of plain materials are very 
much liked for walking suits. 
Astrakhan 
is extensively used ou these dresses. 
The 
skirt is fre suently trimmed uith a wide 
b order of it, a; least a foot deep; others 
have turee or lour wide b ands laid across 
the skirt. 
Epaulets of passementerie are 
seen cm many promenade costum s. Black 
silk or satin aressas are very extensively 
trimmed with b lack jet passementeries.

Milk cans of 
various sizes stood ab out, and a long 
iron sink contained milk b ottles that a 
young maid was b usily scalding.

w as, in fact, the room of a Jersey dairy­ 
man. The young girl informed a New 
Y'ork Ma il a n d Ejrp rtHH 
reporter that 
her father would b e in in a few minutes, 
lie came presently, followed b y two 
stout farm hands, each b earing two 
b rimming pails of milk which were 
speedily transferred to newly scalded 
b ottles. 
Tho farmer remarked that 
those A Id erne vs would have to get 
more corn meal, b ecause they were in­ 
valid cows and must b e well fed. Thou 
he noticed tho visitor and nodded a 
good-morning. 
“Why are they invalid cows?” asked 
the newsman, 
“Why you see, there are a certain 
class of customers who drink lots of 
milk « imply for medicine. 
There’s a 
lady on Madison Avenue, in New York, 
that takes three quarts a day, and I ’m 
told she drinks it all herself. 
Some of 
these people aro regular cranks, and 
the moment you give them milk from 
a 
new cow*, they spot it. 
There was a 
little Jersey heifer, 51 years old, that 
used to give b eautiful milk, almost as 
golden as the b utter that could b e made 
from it, and this I furnished to a eon- 
sumptive individual on Twenty-third 
street. 
He seemed to thrive on it, and 
actually b egan to gain flesh, though his 
physician had assured him that there 
was little hope. 
Well, I got a chance 
to sell the cow, and as she gave so little 
milk 1 did so. 
My customer was nearly 
wild when I told him that this ac­ 
counted for tho change in the milk. Ho 
inquired anxiously as to who purchased, 
and sent post haste to the man. 
He 
was just in time to prevent tho animal’s 
b ecoming b eef. 
The heifer thus saved 
from the b utcher’s knife was placed in 
a lino stab le, fed like a queen, and tlie 
ow ner hud tin* two or more quarts of 
milk furnished every daay for his own 
me. 
“I often drink milk myself when I 
dont’t feel well, and it always does me 
good. 
Nearly every milkman has in­ 
dividual 
customers 
who tuko milk 
purely b ecause they think it strengthens 
the system.” 
A prominent city physician sub se­ 
quently seen b y tho reporter said; “I 
regard milk as a b etter tonic than most 
preparations. 
It helps tho impover­ 
ished b lood and furnishes a nutriment 
easily taken b y the system. 
Tho prin­ 
cipal parts of milk are tho oleine or 
oily parts, the cascino or eln esy por­ 
tion, and the phosphates of lime and 
potash. 
In b utter wo get the oleine, 
in cheese the oleine and caseino to­ 
gether, b ecause the easeine, when the 
mud forms, holds the oleine together. 
In eases of typhoid fever I give milk 
altogether, and I have known many a 
person to b o b rought from death’s 
door through its agency. 
“It is now a common practice to in­ 
ject milk into the b lood when it is im­ 
poverished. 
That fluid takes it up 
a nd 
appropriates it in some unaccountab le 
way, and people’s lives have b *eu saved 
in this wav. 
I drink a glass of milk 
» •very night b efore going to b ed, a nd 
have for 
years .”—America n

Home Famous Old Men. 
The longevity of famous statesmen is 
remarkab le. 
Imagine Lord Palmerston 
noting vigorously as Prime Minister of 
England when over eighty, governing 
the vaat British Empire with steady 
hand, and making speeches three hours 
long in the House of Commons, and 
rising next day fresh as 
a man of 401 
Think of the venerab le Guizot, the 
French statesman, who, at the age of 
87, was still writing histories, presiding 
over religious conventions, and carry­ 
ing on lively discussions in the French 
Academy. 
The late Lord Lyndhurst made ab le 
speeches in the House of Lords when 
he had passed his ninetieth year; and 
his long-time rival, Lord Brougham, 
wrote his autob iography, in three goodly 
volumes, when he hail nearly reached 
ninety years. 
The Marquis of Lansdovvne, who, os 
Lord Henry Petty, was a leading mem­ 
b er of the “All tho Talents” cab inet of 
which Charles James Fox was the chief, 
in 1800. was still an active memb er of 
the House of Lords nearly sixty years 
later, in 1800, and died in that year a t 
the age of 80. 
The Duke of Wellington took part in 
mb lic affairs until his death in 1852, in 
u.s eighty-third year. 
In former generations energetic states­ 
men of advanced years are found thickly 
;catti red through the pages of history. 
There was the old Marquis of Winches­ 
ter, who could rememb er Edward IV.. 
the first York sovereign, in 
14851, and 
who. when he di* <1 in 
1572, at tho 
nee of ‘.>7, was holding office under 
Queen Elizab eth. 
Referring to the statesmen of onr own 
country, it is a familiar fa t that John 
Adams and 
Thomas Jefferson, tho 
second and third Presidents, b oth died 
on the 4tli of July, 182b , just half a 
century from tho day on which b oth 
.signed the Declaration of Independence. 
Adams b eing ill, and Jeffers >n 851. 
President Andrew Jackson liveil to le 
82, John Quincv Adams to b e 81, Madi­ 
son ;*• 5. — To u t h \s Co m p a n io r ■.

abo ut £ 135,000. It is added that hardly 
any English eels find their way to Lo n­ 
do n, a fact which metro po litan co nsum­ 
ers hav e reaso n to deplo re, as they are 
unsurpassed fo r richness and delicacy 
o f flav o r. 
The v ery best eels are tho se 
o f the Kennet, Test, and Hants Av o n. 
There is an inn at Ro msey where they 
co o k tho Testfish to perfectio n. 


A c c o r d in g to Ha rp er's Ba za r 
, Mr. 
Blao kie o nce lo st a po und in weight by 
ro wing a bo at twenty minutes, and lie 
believ es tho weight o f a perso n can he 
reduced by exercises that will o ccasio n 
a half ho ur’s perspiratio n.

? oo p do wn o n a farm ­ 
yard, dev o uring chickens and pigs, and 
attacking men Av hen they sto o d in their 
Av av . 
I t to o k th e liv eliest kind o f 
sho o ting to driv e them o ff. 
So m e­ 
tim es they Av o uld surro und a lo nely 
cabin and Av ait fo r the inm ates to co me 
o ut. 
They ev en made raids into little 
v illages,

dust until they Av ere all w iped o ut. The

Pennsylv ania pro v ided fo r the gradual 
emancipatio n o f her slav es in 1780, New 
Yo rk in 1799, and New Jersey in 1804.* 


T h e co mmo n phrase, “There’s many 
a slip ’twixt the cup and the lip,” had a 
mythical o rigin.

A.bo ttle o f the wine^ 
being placed befo re him, a messenger 
was sent fo r the seer who was to per­ 
ceiv e the falsity o f his pro phecy.

fo re the messenger returned a wild bo ar 
entered tho v ineyard, and* Allo mas, 
while trying to driv e him o ut, Av as 
mo rtally wo unded and died so o n after­ 
ward, witho ut tasting his wine. 


T h e term “do llar” fro m the German 
“thaler” was applied to autho rized 
mo ney issued by the Go v ernment May 
10, 1775. 
The co inage, o f tho United. 
Btates is Spanish in o rigin and Dutch 
in name. * The paper issued in 1775, 
was to he redeemed in “Spanish milled 
do llars” which co ntained abo ut 885.72 
grains o f fine silv er and 81.75 grains o f 
allo y. 
June 3, o f the same year, Co n­ 
gress tried to bo rro w an amo unt stated 
in “po unds." It wo uld satisfy many if 
so me o ne who has lo o ked into the mat­ 
ter wo uld tell us why the English co in­ 
age Avas dro pped by the co lo nies, and 
hoAv a Spanish co in came to be kno Av n 
by the Dutch fo rm o f a German name. 
The German “thaler” (the Av ord is pro ­ 
no unced “taaler” in that 
language) 
co ined in 1500, Avas wo rth two -third» o f * 
a Spanish do llar. 
The phrase, “The 
wo rd’s wo rth a do llar,-” has reference 
to the Spanish co in, acco rding to Sco tt. * 
The Legio n o f Ho no r is an o rder,o f 
merit instituted by Napo leo n in 1802, 
as a natio nal reward fo r serv ices o f' a 
distinguished character. 
It was glf^n 
fo r military and civ il serv ices alike, 
tho se who were distinguished•in* » litera­ 
ture, science, scientific, disco v eries, and 
co mmercial 
pursuits, bèiqg equally 
eligible fo r the deco ratio n Av itli the 
‘so ldier and sailo r. * Tho o rder co nsists 
o f fiv e classes—grand cro sses,* grand 
o fficers, 
co mmanders, o fficers, 
and 
chev aliers o f who m there*may be any 
number. 
Altho ugh established by Na­ 
po leo n when lie filled the o ffice o f First 
Co nsul, it was kept o n the resto ratio n 
o f the mo narhv , and had suffered little .j 
material change during the rev o lutio ns 
which called Lo uis Phillippe to po wer 
and dro v e him into exile and tho se 
which raised Napo leo n III. to tho sum­ 
mit o f his greatness. 
The recipient o f 
the cro ss o f tho Legio n o f Ho no r is en­ 
titled to a small annual pensio n, which 
is no w fixed at 400 francs. 
The grand 
cro ss Av as sent by Napo leo n III. to the 
Prince o f Wales o n the o ccasio n o f his 
marriage. 


T h e currency issued by 
natio nal 
banks is secured by registered bo nds o f 
the United States depo sited with the 
Treasurer o f the United Btates. Sho uld 
. 
the market v alue o f these depo sited 
bo nds fall belo Av the amo unt o f circula­ 
tio n issued fo r the same the Co mp­ 
tro ller o f Currency is autho rized to de­ 
mand additio nal security in 
United 
States bo nds o r in mo ney to the amo unt ’ 
o f such depreciatio n. 
Banks are furn­ 
ished with the amo unt o f natio nal hank 
no tes they are autho rized to circulate. 
These no tes are printed by the Go v ern­ 
ment, and o v er issues are thus pro v ided 
against. 
When a natio nal bank fails to 
redeem its circulating no tes, the ho lders 
may hav e them redeemed by presenta­ 
tio n at the United States’ Treasury. 
The full v alue o f the depo sito r’s claim 
is no t always realized by the failure o f 
natio nal banks, hut their lo ss is smaller 
than it Av o uld o therwise he. 
The lo ss 
o f credito rs o f natio nal banks fro n\1863 
to 1882 amo unted to abo ut $ 400,000 per 
annum. 
The av erage capital fo r this 
time Av as $ 450,000,000 and the annual 
depo sits amo unted to $ 800,000,000.

WILD TIME AT A FIRE. 


O u t In the Cold 
a t M id n ig ht—A dven­ 
tu res o f a Cou ple of Vtabes.

o’clock Thursday night fire was discov ered 
in a barn in the rear of 15 Bergen street 
An alarm was at onoe turned in, but owing 
to the large amount of snow on the ground 
and the sev ere storm that was prev ailing the 
steamers were a long time in reaching the 
fire. 
When they arriv ed No. 15 and three 
adjoining tenement houses were wrapped in 
fiantes. 
The four houses were occupied by 
twenty -six families, consisting of ov er 100 
people, who soon appeared in the street in 
scant clothing, ex posed to the fury of the 
storm and without shelter from the driv ing 
snow. 
From the houses across the street 
and on either side of the fire, the people ran 
in baste.

blankets and 
bed­ 
ding.

and woman were seen 
to 
loav j one of the 
burning 
buildings 
dragging

after 
them. 
They left the bed in the middle of the 
street and attempted to re-enter the house 
but Were stop]ie<i 
On the bed was found a 
babe, sound asleep, which was restored to its 
parents. 
Another babe was found in a 
bundle of blankets that was being kicked 
about. 
The scene was ouo of Indescribable 
confusion until people were reassured by the 
firemen and persuaded to enter their houses. 
At midnight the fire was completely under 
control, hav ing been confined to the four 
tenements and the stable in the rear, where 
four cows and a horse were consumed.

suffering among the people who lost their 
homes is v ery great A few were taken in 
by neighbors, but many cat on bundles along 
the sidewalk and-bemoaned their fate.

B ut Thinks It Was Because the J udg e 
Was “ a L ittle .Off“ —A J udg m ent la 
the .Soldiers* H om e Case for Ov er 9 16 ,* 
OOO in Fav or of the United States—A 
Talk with the General. 


Boston. Doc. 4.—In the United States cir­ 
cu it cou rt Friday, in the su it b rou ght b y the 
National Soldiers’ home to recover $15,000 
and interest of Gen. Bu tler, the ju ry ren 
dored a verdict for plaintiff of $10,537.50, 
The case goes to the su preme cou rt on excep­ 
tions. 
Gen. Bu tler is very angry over the resu lt 
of the su it. 
The cou rt ordered the ju ry to 
b ring in the verdict it did. The main point of 
the general’s defense w as his claim of a set 
off, au d this he nyide in the following lan 
gu age: 
“ If I am liab le for the. mistakes of 
all ray su b ordinates, and do the work for 
nothing, then I am entitled to remu neration 
for the responsib ility. 
I did not when I ac­ 
cepted the office of acting treasu rer intend 
to take from the fu nds any money from that 
appropriated to the su pport of my fellow- 
soldiers. 
I never did take a dollar for my 
services. 
This was my mind u ntil congress 
decided to su pport the home b y direct ap­ 
propriation. That changed the situ ation. 
My du ties were then to the United States 
and not to the disab led soldiers. 
On the 
new b asis I determined in my mind that 
the United States cou ld afford to pay me 
for my services if I continu ed to render 
them.” 
Ju dge Carpenter shu t the general off in 
his defense completely, saying that if the de­ 
fendant proved all he offered to prove in his 
opening argu ment it wou ld constitu te no de­ 
fense, and he shou ld so instru ct Hie ju ry. 
Gen. Bu tler offered to prove b y Governor 
Smith,’ one of the au diting committee of the 
b oard of managers, that he had paid over to 
the home every dollar that came to his 
hands, inclu ding the $15,000 in dispu te. 
Ju dge Carpenter ru led that su ch evidence 
was irrelevant and cou ld not b e admitted. 
Gen. Bu tler took exceptiou . 
Ju dge Carpen­ 
ter then stated that the only q u estion for the 
ju ry was regardiu g the credib ility of the wit­ 
nesses for the plaintiff, b ecau se the evidence 
for the defense did not m aterially differ from 
that for the plaintiff. Gen. Bu tler thereu pon 
stated that he didn’t see that there was any­ 
thing left for him to say. 
Ju dge Carpenter ob served that he had ven­ 
tu red to b elieve Gen. Bu tler wou ld come to 
the same conclu sion. 
The cou rt then in­ 
stru cted the ju ry. 
There was no dou b t from 
the evidence that Geu , Bu tler had failed to 
accou nt for $15,(XX) in his accou nt« . 
It was 
au other q u estion whether he was b ou nd to 
accou nt for the money. 
It was too compli­ 
cated a q u estion for the ju ry, and he there­ 
fore ru led that the b ookkeeping pu /zle mu st 
b e solved in favor of the plaintiff and against 
Bu tler. 
The ju dge said: “ Let the ju ry distinctly 
u nderstand, however, that nothing has b een 
presented in this case which in the slightest 
degree reflects on the integrity of Mr. Bu tler 
or any one else.” 
Gen. Bu tler was seen b y a reporter shortly 
after the close of the trial. 
He said: “ The 
cou rt instru cted the ju ry to b ring in a ver­ 
dict u pon the statement of accou nt,%9 speci­ 
fied b y the plaintiff. 
His honor also stated 
that it was a mere m atter of b ookkeeping* 
and that the law wou ld not allow me to give 
any evidence to show that I had accou nted 
for this money and paid it over to the home. 
He said that the accou nts of my financial 
clerk 
su stained 
the 
accou nts 
of 
the 
plaintiff, and 
that 
there 
was no 
dif­ 
ference 
b etween 
them, as 
far as he 
cou ld see. 
The ju dge declined to look 
at the accou nts. 
Ou r accou nts, which had 
b een au dited and allowed, showed that I had 
paid the $15,060 to Gen. Tilton. 
His ac­ 
cou nts showed that he had paid me the 
$15,000. 
The ju dge, evidently not u nder­ 
standing the m atter, declared there was no 
difference b etween them. 
“ I had su pposed that when 
one man 
claimed to have paid a second $15,000, and 
entered it u pon his b ooks, and the second 
claimed that ho had paid the first man the 
same $15,000, that there was $30,000 differ­ 
ence b etween the two accou nts. 
I offered to 
show that my accou nts were correct, b u t the 
cou rt refu sed me permission to do this or 
pu t in any evidence or argu ments to the ju ry 
that mine were correct accou nts. 
1 don’t 
u nderstand that, and i am certain I never 
shall.”

ban ev en from those w riters.”

Hot Box es. 
It is difficult for an engineer to un­ 
derstand at all times why his bearings 
run hot, when he knows that the box 
caps are not screwed down too tight, 
and there is enough oil being fod so 
that they ought to run cool. 
An ex ­ 
amination will sometimes reveal that 
the journal has a groove cut all the way 
round by wear, or grit, or as tho result 
of some accident. 
This groove simply 
acts as a ditch which the oil will not 
pass over until it is full, and the quan­ 
tity of oil laid in a ring around tho 
journal is apt to form a convenient 
stopping-place for all the grit or dust 
that may be passed and the flow of oil 
be stopped. 
If the box es are babbitted 
all around, this difficulty may bo obvi­ 
ated by casting the box ou the shaft 
and letting it till the grooves. 
Then if 
they run straight around, a little filing 
on the rib that is formed on the box 
will allow the shaft to turn freely , and 
it will be found that the oil will readily 
pass. 
If, however, the box is of brass 
or other bard metal, we are told that 
tiling the bearing in the direction of the 
length of the shaft w ill give relief under 
almost every circumstance. 
This plan 
might also“ be used with babbitted 
box es when the grooves are cut spirally 
in the bearing. 
But above all the 
shafting must be kept true and in line; 
.»11 the oil in er. ation will not cure the 
troubles that will arise with an engine 
shaft out of line. 
Then cleanliness 
should come in. 
It is true that oil 
seems to have a tendency to work out 
of a bearing, but if the oil that accumu­ 
lates just outside tin* box is not care­ 
fully wiped away , it will accumulate all 
the* flouting dust and grit that may fa ll 
u^on it, and this does ready seem to 
have a tendency to work into the bear­ 
ing, and if this occu rs, hot box es are 
the su re resu lt, and disabled inai hinery 
that acts u nsatisfactorily will ju st as 
su rely come if the ev il is neglected and 
u llowed to take its own cou rse. —Po wer.

Which hav e their seat in the brain, in­ 
terfere with the functions of the stom­ 
ach, and in a like manner anything that 
nndnly t axs the p ower of or irritates 
the stomac h disorders the circulation 
and nutrition of the brain.

The Sleep lessness often comp lained 
of by gouty p ersons is due to the p oi­ 
sonous effect of the morbid material 
up on the nerv ous system. Excessiv e 
• smoking,* too mnch alcohol, tea, and 
coffee, often resorted to by ov erworked 
p ersons, are frequent causes of sleep ­ 
lessness. In all these cases the cause 
is remov able, while the effect may l» o 
counteracted by ap p rop riate treatment. 
Nothing is moro mischiev ous, howev er, 
than to continue the habits, and to 
hav e recourse to drugs to combat the 
effects. 
A due amount of exercise tends to 
induce normal sleep , and such exercise 
need not be of a v iolent character. 
A 
walk of two or three miles a day is 
sufficient, and is p erhap s as much as a 
busy man can find time for. 
A ride on 
horseback, tho Palmerstonian cure for 
gQut, is p robably the best form of exer­ 
cise for those whoso minds are con­ 
stantly at work. It has been well said 
that a man must come out of himself 
when in the saddle; he is forced to at­ 
tend to his horse and to notice the ob­ 
jects he meets. 
Walking may be a 
merely automatic p rocess, and afford 
little, if any, relief to the mind, and 
carriage exercise may be p ractically 
v alueless, if the mind is not div erted 
from what had p rev iously occup ied it

S t. LoutM, Dec. 4.—Some time ag o a Mr. 
Schultz, of Tucson, A. T., came here as 
ag ent of the Sierra » id Ulmo mining claim, 
located in Sonora, Mexico, 
As every body 
on ’chang e in now more or less interested in 
mining H(ieculatioi>s, it was cosy to form a 
syndicate to survey and purchase the claim. 
They sent out Mr. Charles Shaw and It. W. 
Golson to look at the property. 
These g en­ 
tlemen returned to the 
city Wednesday 
morning and handed Reg 's Cbauvenet, the 
assnyer, a numi/©r of sj» dmens for his anal­ 
ysis. 
Mr. Cbauvenet made his report Thurs­ 
day evening , having proeur¡si sufficient assays 
to interest the syndicate. 
He stated that one 
of the claims at least had been “salted,” and 
that instead of being the rich ore that it was 


s u p p o s e d to be it was comparatively worth 
less. 
Tlwi first assay had been made on ore se­ 
lected from one of the g roup and showed a 
return of 77H7 oun« *es of silver and 27K) ounces 
of g old, which meant a value of nearly 
$ .5,0(10 jier ton. 
After the assay had been 
made it was subjected to a proof and a sec­ 
ond analysis made. 
The ore was first treated 
to an acid l>ath, to cut off the outside, and 
then wash is 1 and reassayed with startling re­ 
sults. The showing was *£% ounces of silver, 
and 
of g old, or scarcely $ 82 per ton, in­ 
stead of $ 5,000 as represented. 
There was 
no q uestion of the “salting ” process, and the 
assayer g ave it as his opinion that the treat­ 
ment of the ore had been accomplished with 
chloride of g old, and some similar process in 
silver. 
Another sample ot ore was assayed, 
but fell so far short of the orig inal reports 
of its q ualities that the g entlemen compris­ 
ing the syndicate would g o no further with 
their neg otiations.
